I have  pleasure  in  submitting  my  twenty- third  and  last  annual  report, 
which  has  been  prepared  along  similar  lines  to  its  predecessors. 

Felixstowe  has  alv/ays  claimed  to  be  a heal tly  place  and, in  general, 
the  health  statistics  bear  this  out.  In  many  ways  a seaside  tov/n  which 
depends  to  some  extent  on  the  goodwill  of  visitors  is  very  vulnerable  and 
it  is  essential  that  the  strictest  control  of  all  aspects  of  hygiene  and 
sanitation  be  maintained. 

During  1970  the  v/ork  of  the  Public  Health  Department  was  directed  in 
the  main  towards  ensuring  that  acceptable  standards  of  hygiene  were  maintained 
in  food  premises  and  that  Food  hygiene  received  particular  attention  during 
the  year  and  every  effort  v/as  made  to  educate  all  v/ho  deal  with  food  in  their 
obligations  to  the  community.  The  maintainances  of  housing  standards  in  the 
district  also  received  much  attention. 

I regard  myself  as  fortunate  in  being  associated  v/ith  Felixstov/e  during 
a most  interesting  and  exciting  period  of  its  history.  The  gradual  change 
v/hich  transformed  the  town  from  its  postwar  depression 'of  the  late  *40s  to  the 
most  modern  and  thriving  port  of  the  late  ’60s  is  a source  of  wonder  and 
admiration  and  I personally  feel  that  the  future  is  brighter  still. 

I would  like  to  take  this  opportunity  of  thanking  the  past  and  present 
members  of  the  Council  for  their  courtesy  and  kindness  over  the  years  and 
would  also  thank  the  various  officers  of  the  Council  for  their  unfailing 
co-operation  during  my  tenure  of  office  as  M.O.H.

General  Statistics 


The  population  of  Felixstov/e  according  to  the  figures  issued  hy 
the  Registrar  General  was  I9O7O  in  mid  19T0«  This  figure  is  lower  hy 
240  than  the  estimate  for  the  previous  year  and  in  view  of  the  considerable 
activity  which  the  town  enjoys  at  present 9 is  rather  surprising.  However, 
the  Census  of  197^  should  give  a firm  basis  for  calculation. 


Births  & heaths 

Both  the  Birth  & Death  rates  for  the  year,  when  adjusted  for 
comparison,  are  somewhat  lower  than  the  corresponding  rates  for  England 
and  Wales.  The  relevant  figures  are  shown  on  page  5, 


Causes  of  Death 

Page  60  shows  the  causes  of  the  296  deaths  which  occurred  during  the 

year. 

It  will  be  seen  that  the  general  distribution  among  the  causes 
listed  is  similar  to  that  of  previous  years.  Once  again  the  most  frequent 
cause  is  heart  or  circulatory  disease  of  one  form  or  another.  Malignant 
disease  is  next  while  infective  conditions  were  named  in  only  one  case.  Ho 
deaths  were  notified  as  being  associa,ted  with  childbearing.

NotifialDlG  Diseases 


As  the  control  of  infection  in  the  community  becomes  more  and 
more  effective  the  result  is  reflected  in  the  decreasing  number  of 
cases  coming  to  light* 

During  1970  3-  total  of  54  notifications  were  received  and 
these  related  to  only  three  diseases* 

Measles 5 which  in  the  past  has  displayed  an  enormous  agility 
in  its  fluctuation,  was  responsible  for  45  cases,  while  whooping 
cough  with  2 and  scarlet  fever  v/ith  7 completed  the  list* 

With  regard  to  tuberculosis  infections.  At  the  beginning 
of  the  year  there  was  a total  of  62  cases  on  the  register. 

During  the  year  there  were  two  fresh  notifications  and  39  removals 
from  the  register  so  that  the  year  ended  with  a total  of  24  cases 
in  the  town*

L'lr.  Chairman^  Ladies  Sc  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  my  first  report  on  the  work 
carried  out  hy  your  Puhlic  Health  Inspectors  in  the  to\Yn«  Pi'om  a perusal 
of  the  last  report  made  by  my  predecessor  it  is  apparent  that 9 because 
of  changes  in  legislation^  and  Government  policy^  there  has  had  to  be  a 
different  emphasis  during  the  past  year® 

This  has  made  itself  felt  principally  in  the  Housing  field.  The 
passing  of  the  Housing  Act  I969  has  made  a great  difference  to  the  number 
of  enquiries  about  and  applications  for  Improvement  Grants 9 both  for 
improvement  of  smaller  homes 9 and  the  conversion  of  larger  houses  into 
two  or  more  dv/el lings.  V^e  have  also  found  it  possible  to  deal  with  more 
houses  v/hich  are  unfit  for  human  habitation  and  not  capable  of  repair  at 
reasonable  expense. 

In  an  endeavour  to  ensure  that  fresh  food  only  is  available  to  the 
public,  all  food  traders  in  the  town  v/ere  circularised  in  October,  drawing 
their  attention  to  the  date  coding  used  by  manufacturers  and  all  were 
visited  in  this  connection.  Some  of  these  codes  are  impossible  to  interpret 
even  by  food  traders,  and  one  is  glad  that  this  matter  is  under  investigation 
by  a Government  Committee  at  present^  but  some  are  simple  to  understand. 

I think  that  the  work  we  have  done  in  this  connection  has  had  a good  effect. 

In  conclusion,  may  I,  on  a personal  note  express  m^y  grateful  thanks 
to  all  the  members  of  the  Council,  particularly  the  Chairman  and  members 
of  the  Public  Health  CoiTimittee,  the  permanent  staff  of  the  Council  in  all 
departments,  and  members  of  the  public  who  have  made  my  first  year  in 
Felixstowe  such  a happy  one.  In  particular  my  I express  my  thanks  to  the 
Medical  Officer  of  Health,  Dr.  C.H.  Imrie,  my  assistant,  fir.  J.  Yarham  and 
my  secretary  firs.  R«  North.  V/ithout  the  help  given  me  by  these  latter  tv/o, 
my  task  during  the  first  year  would  have  been  much  more  difficult.

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Water  Supplies 


Main  Supplies 

Water  is  supplied  in  "bulk  by  the  Ipswich  Corporation  Water  Undertaking- 
being  purified  by  means  of  sedimentation,  filtration  and  chlorination. 

Thirteen  samples  of  water  v/erc  taken  by  the  Department,  during  the 
year 9 for  bacteriological  examination  at  the  Public  Health  Laboratory.  All 
v/ere  satisfactory. 

The  natural  fluoride  content  of  the  water  supplied  for  domestic  purposes 
is  0.1  parts  per  million.  The  water  is  not  plumbo  solvent. 

Main  and  Other  Supplies  in  the  Urban  District 

Table  3 shows  tho  water  supplies,  number  of  houses  and  population  served 
on  31st  December  1970.  That  all  houses  have  an  adequate  supply  of  wholesome 
water  and  only  eight  are  without  a piped  supply  in  the  dwelling  represents  a 
high  standard  of  achievement  in  this  field.
